A regular meeting of the Board of 
Commissioners of the City of Newark, 
N. J., was held on the above date in 
the Council Chamber , City Hall, 
Newark, at 10 A. M. 


Present: — Commisioners Brennan, 
Gillen, Howe, Mayor Breidenbach. 


Absent: — Commissioner Raymond. 


The minutes of the meeting of 
January 17th, 1923, were read and 
approved. 


Mayor Breidenbach: This is the 
time set for a publie hearing on the 
budget for 1928. We will now take 
up the consideration of the budget 
and we will be glad to hear from any- 
body. Before calling on any citizen 
I wish to say that I am rather sur- 
prised to see that there are so few 
taxpayers  protesting against the 
adoption of the budget, especially in 
view of the criticism I hear from the 
people on the expenditures of the 
various departments. We will take 
up the different departments one at 
а time. The first budget will be my 
own as Director of Public Affairs. 


There will be an increase of 
$109,999. for my department for the 
year 1928. At first the total repre- 
sented an increase of over $300,000, 
but I finally succeeded in having this 
reduced to $109,000. $50,000. of this 
is charged to the city hospital and 
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$50,000. to the Free Public Library 
for two branches. The increase in 
the library appropriation is manda- 
tory and the increase in the Hos- 
pital appropriation is largely due 
to the new grade of salaries paid 
to orderlies, the purchase of new in- 
struments and the additional cost of 
maintaining the hospital. Then there 
is $5,000. set aside for the creation 
of a Department of Public Welfare 
Should I decide that this department 
is necessary. 


Mr. А. V. Hamburg, representing 
the Chamber of Commerce, stated 
that no one can criticize this increase 
as it is within reason and the addi- 
tional amount of money is necessary 
to enable the Mayor to properly con- 
duct the different departments under 
his jurisdiction, 


Mr. James J. Shaw, 26 Chestnut 
Street, stated the Commissioners are 
spending the city's money in а most 
outrageous manner and it is about 
time the enormous expenditures were 
Stopped. He also stated that the 
citizens of Newark are thoroughly 
disgusted with the manner in which 
the eity government is carried on. 


Mr. John J. Hayden, 37 Providence 
Street, stated he thought the city is 
very well administered. He also stated 
the unfortunate part is that the peo- 
ple of the City of Newark think they 
are stillliving in the days of 1860 or 
1870 and that Newark is а one-horse 
town. 


Mr. Henry Bergfels, 40 Walnut 


„treet, stated he would like to know 
why the City of Newark pays $100. 
a year for telephone service for each 
Commissioner when he is able to get 
it for $48.00 а year for his own use. 


Mayor Breidenbach stated business 
rates and house rates are not the 
same, and although the money is ap- 
propriated it does not necessarily 
mean that that much is used; the 
balance is returned to the city treas- 
ury. 


There is 
an increase in my department of 
$69.80U. over. that of last year. 
$40,000. of that at least is absolutely 
mandatory because of salaries for ad- 
ditional appointments to the Police 
and Fire Departments. $15,000. has 
been appropriated for the amplifying 
and the building of the Electrical 
Bureau. To keep pace with the 
growth of our city in new buildings 
and in the handling of the Building 
Department it is absolutely necessary 
that additional men be appointed for 
that particular department, if this de- 
partment is going to be expected to 
give attention and inspection to al- 
terations and construction of build- 
ings that is demanded in a great many 
instances of men assigned to do the 
investigating. I think from the re- 
quests made on me from citizens in 
practically every section of the city 
I could very easily use 250 more men 
in the Police Department, if I were 
to comply with all of the requests in 
placing of additional traffic men on 
absolutely dangerous corners. I feel, 
however, that with the scheme about 


Commissioner Brennan: 
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to be inaugurated that I will be able 
to get along for the year 1923 with 
the present police force. 


Commissioner Howe: The Depart- 
ment of Revenue and Finance will 
cost $8,640. more to run this year 
than last. I might add that this is 
almost 100% mandatory. Over 87% 
of all the money spent by the differ- 
ent commissioners is mandatory; they 
must provide the money. 


Commissioner Gillen: There seems 
to be a substantial increase in the 
budget of the Department of Parks 
and Publie Property. The increase 
appears to be $34,000. I can explain 
that in this manner: $22,000. of that 
is appropriated for the purpose of re- 
arranging Military Park for the erec- 
tion of the famous World War monu- 
ment for the Van Horn estate. The 
park needs rearranging and it is 
necessary to remove the Kearney 
statue and to fix up the whole park. 
The sum of $50,000. was requested 
for this change, but after we consid- 
ered that very carefully we managed 
to pare it down to $22,000. There is 
an increase in the Public Buildings 
appropriation of $6,000. This is due 
mainly to the fact that we have to 
repair elevators that are in very bad 
shape. Then there is an increase in 
the removal of dead animals. We 
asked for bids on this contract some 
time ago and the cost jumped from 
$1,000. a year to $5,000. a year and 
we had to make a contract for a part 
of this year at the higher rate which 
means an increase in that department 
of $2,500. "These three sums account 


for the greater part of this $34,000. 
increase. | 


Mayor Breidenbach: I want to say 
that I regret that Commissioner 
Raymond will not be able to be with 
us today due to illness. We have 
Some engineers here from Commis- 
sioner Raymond’s department who 
will explain what is needed for the 
Department of Streets and Public Im- 
provements, | | 


Engineer Costello: The total in- 
crease over last year will be $120,000. 
which is entirely due to street clean- 
ing and garbage removal. 


Mr. А. V. Hamburg and Mr. E. W. 
Wollmuth, representing the Chamber 
of Commerce, stated’ they believed 
and agreed with the citizens in gen- 
eral that the expenditures of the city 
are growing rapidly and if they con- 
tinue at the same ratio in the next 
five years we will have a tremendous 
budget. They added, however, that 
they had nothing but the very best to 
say for the budget. 


Mayor Breidenbach announced that 
the hearing on the budget for 1923 is 
closed. 


Mayor Breidenbach offered the fol- 
lowing resolution: 


WHEREAS, the Board of Commis- 
sioners of the City of Newark, at a 
meeting thereof held on January 9, 
1923, did approve of its local budget 
for the fiscal year 1928, under the pro- 
visions of Chapter 192, of the Laws 
of 1917, and the acts, amendatory 
thereof and supplementary thereto; 


and did designate Tuesday, January 
23, 1923, at 10 A. M., and the Board 
Room in the City Hall, as the time 
and place when and where all objec- 
tions thereto might be presented by 
any taxpayer of said municipality, and 
did direct the City Clerk to publish 
said budget, together with the notice 
of time and place of public hearing 
thereon, as provided for by said Act, 


and also to forward a copy of said 
budget to the Commissioner of Muni- 


cipal Accounts; and 


WHEREAS, Proof of publication of 
said budget and notice of hearing 


"thereon has been filed, showing the 
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publication thereof, as required by 


law; and 


WHEREAS Said Board of Com- 
missioners did meet at the time and 
place so fixed for the hearing of ob- 
jections and having given all persons 
desiring to be heard upon said budg- 
et an opportunity to state their objec- 
tions and having considered the same;

Gentlemen:— 


The Newark Museum Association has 
found itself handicapped in the de- 
velopment of the public purpose for 
which it was organized by the want 
of proper facilities. Dependent on 


the hospitahty of the Free Public 14- 
brary, the restricted space available 
has not been sufficient for the present 
needs, and, if the Association is to 
continue, arrangements must be made 
of a permanent character and with a 
view to the expansion incident to the 
increasing publie interest in its work. 
Although a private corporation in 
form the charter declares that all the 
property of the Association shall be 
held by it in trust for the people of 
the city of Newark, and the Associa- 
tion is, in truth, a public institution. 


In recognition of the public interest 
&nd advantage, the City has lately 
purchased as а site for а Museum 


Building, the Ward Homestead, on. 


Washington Place, a location admir- 
ably convenient for the public use and 
affording room for future growth. 


Now that the site is available, the 
pressing need of the Association is a 
suitable building, and that need, with- 
in a cost limit which I trust may not 
be regarded as illiberal, my very 
great interest in the Museum Associa- 
tion and the purposes it was organ- 
- ized to serve, prompts me to supply, 
' conditional only on satisfactory assur- 
ances of the irrevocable dedication of 
the site and the building to the Mu- 
seum's use, and on reasonable control 
over the expenditure I am willing to 
assume in the erection of the build- 
ing. | 


I do not propose to give to the 
Museum Assogiation a sum of money. 
‘I propose to give to the Association a 
completed building suitable for its 
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purposes, to be, with the tract of land 
whereon it stands, irrevocably dedi- 
cated to the Museum use so long as 
the Association continues to function 
as contemplated by its charter. 


In the first place, I regard it as es- 
sential that ample room for future 
additions to the building shall be as- 
sured, and I am convinced that the 
area of the Ward property is none 
too large for reasonable provision for 
future expansion. I, therefore, think 
it advisable to require the subjection 
of the entire tract purchased by the 
City from the Ward Estate to perma- 
nent occupation by the Museum Asso- 
ciation. 


In the second place, I desire (sub- 
ject, of course, to the approval of the 
plans by the Museum Association) to 
be in unrestricted control of the 
building operations until the building 
shall be completed and ready for oc- 
cupancy. I wish to present to the 
Association a completed building, in 
accordance with the approved plans, 
free of expense to it, asking only of 
the Association such co-operation as 
may be necessary to enable me to ac- 
complish that purpose. 


The conditions I have named seem 
to me reasonable, and I am ready, 
upon their aeceptance, to at once un- 
dertake the perfecting of plans for a 
building to cost approximately 
$500,000., and, upon their approval 
by the Association, to promptly be- 
gin and prosecute with all reasonable 
speed, the erection of the building in 
accordance therewith.

Commissioner Gillen: In connection 
with this appointment of Mr. Selvage 
as an adjuster to adjust the elaim of 
the city in connection with the fire 
loss on the old centre market, 
I might say that some criticism has 
been made by employees of the In- 
surance- Fund Commission as to the 
wisdom of appointing an adjuster. 
Now, I want to make a record in the 
minutes of the facts in connection with 
this case so that you will know where 
I stand. There was a fire at the cen- 
tre market; there was a loss. We had 
three insurance companies on the risk. 
These insurance companies offered to 
settle with the city, and after I took 
the matter up with the insurance 
companies the next thing I knew an 
offer was made by some persons 
claiming to represent the city to have 
the insurance companies settle the 
claim for the sum of $48,000. or 
$49,000. The total insurance on the 
market is’ $60,000. These companies 
said that the market would be torn 
down some time in the neam future 
and that it would be useless to make 
any repairs. There is no definite de- 
cision as to what disposition will be 
made of the old market, and no com- 
pany has a right to say what the city 
is going to do with the old market; 
the governing body has never defi- 
nitely decided what to do with the 
centre market. These companies 


claim the city suffered а loss of 
$48,000. or $49,000. and is the sum 
they have offered to settle this claim. 
I claim we have sustained a loss of 
$60,000. and will insist upon this sum 
of money being paid to the city. I 
have therefore engaged an expert ad- 
juster to adjust a technical and com- 
plicated claim of this character. My 
deaire is to get as much of the claim 
as is possible, and when you have a 
loss from fire where there is any 
complication or technicality the in- 
variable procedure is to engage the 
serviees of an expert who will get as 
much of that loss as is possible. 1 
have engaged the services of Мт. 
Selvage because he is recognized in 
insurance circles as one of the ablest 
adjusters in this city, and I feel in 
doing this that I am trying to benefit 
the city in getting as much out of the 
claim as is possible. Since engaging 
the services of Mr. Selvage I have 
discovered that Mr. Stone and Mr. 
Stewart, employees of the Insurance 
Fund Commission—both men under 
salary—undertook to settle direct 
with the companies. Mr. Stone or 
Mr. Stewart have no authority to act 
for the City of Newark in this matter. 
My action in engaging the services of 
Mr. Selvage was for the best inter- 
ests of the city, and when the govern- 
ing body takes such action it is not 
within the province of some subordi- 
nate to undo or to nullify or vitiate 
the action of his superior. If he does 
he is Hable to have charges of insub- 
ordination preferred against him. In 
regard to this I have not made up 
my definitely as to what I will do 


with these two gentlemen. I want to 
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submit this explanation and have it 
incorporated in the minutes, along 
with the passage of this resolution.

22, 1916, (constituting Chapter 252 of 
the Laws of 1916), and the acts

I understand that а number of 
trains coming from Philadelphia and 
the West do not make any stop at 
Newark. You are compelled to go 
to the Manhattan Transfer, get on 
another train and then come back to 
Newark. I belive that Newark, being 
the largest city in the State of New 
Jersey, should take steps to see that 
the trains make a stop in the City of 


«ewark. It has been brought to my 
attention that Jersey City is receiv- 
ing better service than Newark on 
the tubes and that Newark is being 
eliminated by the Pennsylvania as an 
express stop for trains plying between 
New York and South Jersey or West- 
ern points. In a great many cases 
the traveler who desires to go to 
Trenton, Philadelphia or other points 
by express must get the train at the 
Manhattan Transfer. I cannot see 
any reason why a person can not get 
on or off the trains at the Market 
Street station. The service on the 
tubes could be greatly improved. 
While three or four trains are being 
sent into Summit Avenue Station in 
Jersey City and then turned back 
there is only one comes through to 
Newark.

A regular meeting of the Board of 
Commissioners of the City of Newark, 
N. J., was held on the above date in 
the Council Chamber, City Hall, New- 
ark, at 11 A. M. 


Present:—Commissioners Brennan, 
Gillen, Howe, Raymond, Mayor Breid- 


enbach. 


The minutes of the meeting of 


April 3rd, 1928, were read and ap- 


proved. 


Mr. Frederick Keer, President of 
the Broad Street Association present- 
ed a petition and traffic report of the 
association and requested that the 
Commission give the matter their 
consideration at as early date as they 
possibly can consistent with the na- 
ture of the report. 


The following petition was received 
and read: 


To the Board of City Commissioners, 


City of Newark. 
Gentiemen:— 


The Broad Street Association, - In- 
eorporated, of Newark, New Jersey, 
desires to present for your considera- 
tion, the following facts: 


(1) This Association is composed 
of many of the merchants doing busi- 
ness on Broad Street between Orange 


Street and Hill Street, in the City of 
Newark, which is, confessedly, the 
heart of the retail business of the 
city, and is unsurpassed in the State. 


(2) For generations Broad Street 
has been the pride of the City of 
Newark, and property owners, merch- 
ants, and all citizens have united in 
improving, beautifying, and endeavor- 
ing to make the same more attractive 
and enhance its importance. 


(3) The growth of business and 
all property values has been enormous 
and until of late has been steadily 
progressing. ` 


(4) For sometime past, however, 
congestion of traffic upon Broad 
Street has been steadily increasing, 
with the result that there is now pre- 
sented a condition, menacing to the 
safety of our citizens, and seriously 
interfering with the full development 
of business in the district centering 
around this thoroughfare. 


(5) This condition threatens the 
future usefulness of Broad Street to 
the people of Newark, both in re- 
gards to the free flow of vehicular 
and pedestrian traffic and its utility 
as a business center. 


(6) The situation is of such grave 
moment that this Association has 
through one of its Committee made 
a thorough investigation of the causes 
of congestion, with a view to the 
adoption of measures of relief, for 
the benefit not only of the interests 
which the Association represents, but 
of all the people of the city. ` 
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(7) The recommendations of this 
Committee have been considered by 
the Association, and its report has 
been formally approved and adopted 
by a vote of the Association's mem- 
bers. 


(8): А copy of this report and re- 
commendations are transmitted here- 
with for your consideration. Some 
thirteen different measures for im- 
provement of traffic movements are 
suggested therein. 


(9) We respectfully urge upon 
your honorable body, that it cause 
to be made a thorough investigation 
of the various suggestions made in 
this report, with a view, should they 
meet with your approval, to their 
adoption at the earliest possible mo- 
ment. 


(10) We call your particular at- 
tention to the recommendations con- 
cerning the routing of jitney buses. 
We are convinced that the plan pro- 
posed will maintain for the benefit of 
the people, all the advantages that 
now accrue to them from bus oper- 
ation and will at {һе same time re- 
lieve traffic upon Broad Street to the 
extent of one-half of the bus move- 
ments, and that it affords an oppor- 
tunity to secure a large measure of 
immediate relief, 


(11) The Association suggests al- 
so,—that insofar as the action of the 
State Board of Public Utility Com- 
missioners is necessary to effect 
changes in bus routing, which your 
Commission may approve, that you 
take steps to secure the co-operation 


of the Board, both m your investiga- 
tion of the subject and in the correc- 
tion of conditions, which it is gener- 
ally admitted, are working great harm 
to the interests of the city. 


(12) The Association feels sure 
that your interest in the improvement 
of traffic conditions on Broad Street 
is no less than its own, and in behalf 
of its members, we beg to assure you 
of its willingness to give you every 
possible assistance, both in your in- 
vestigation and in the enforcement of 
such measures, as will restore Broad 
Street to its full use and benefit to 
all of the people of Newark.

McCormick & Sons, Inc., who 
owns the land to the East of our plant 
bordering on said Street, has also 
eaused buildings to be built upon the 
same, and they very recently caused 
one of these buildings to be torn 
down, but at the present the bed of 
the street East of our plant is en- 
tirely fenced in by E. Н. McCormick 
& Sons, Inc., or its successors in title. 


Poinier Street between the main 
line of the Pennsylvania Railroad and

that а large percentage of home work 
comes into New Jersey from New 
York City and Philadelphia because 
the manufacturers and contractors of 
these cities know that we have not 
enough inspectors to properly super- 
vise this work, and because they can 
have the work done here in homes far 
‘cheaper than they can in their own 
factories. The Department of Labor 
suggests that licenses be issued for 
all home work and that the homes 
must be of a certain standard before 
the licenses are granted. No articles 
of food, no dolls, dolls’ clothing and 
no article of children’s or infants’ 
wearing apparel shall be manufac- 
tured, altered, repaired or finished in 
whole or in part for a factory, either 
directly or through the instrumental- 
ity of one or more contractors or third 
persons in a tenement house, in any 
portion of an apartment, any part of 
which is used for living purposes. The 
Board of Health should inspect the 
homes and O. K. the sanitary cendi- 
tions before licenses are granted. The 
Department of Labor weleomes the 
co-operation of the City Commission 
and the Board of Health in seeing that 
home conditions are sanitary before 
granting licenses for home work. Miss 
Thumith called attention to the law 


of 1917, Chapter 229, which imposes . 


a penalty of $50.00 for the first of- 
fense and $100.00 for each succeeding 
offense for violation of any of its pro- 
visions.

Clinton Street: I appear this morn- 
ing at the request of the New Jersey 
Auto Bus Association. This associa- 
tion is operating the buses in this 
County of Essex and І think its 
members are deserving of a great 


` 
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deal of credit for the service which 
they have given during the strike 
period. While there has been some 
criticism, it should be remembered 
that the buses were suddenly called 
upon to meet an emergency and that 
the number of passengers carried 
doubled overnight. There are 400 
buses in the City of Newark which 
are owned by about 350 individuals. 
Credit for the bus system is due the 
city officials who have been farsight- 
ed enough to make possible a mobile 
means of transportation for the trans- 
portation of the people. During this 
strike we have found it necessary to 
go to a great expense in calling upon 
from 100 to 125 out-of-town buses to 
give us a helping hand in carrying 
the people to and from their places 
of business. Some of these out-of- 
town bus owners insisted on charg- 
ing from 10e to 25c for fare, and in 
order for the local bus owners to 
keep the fare down to бе it has been 
found necessary for them to dig 
down in their pockets to pay all out- , 
of-town bus owners a sum of money 
that would enable them to meet their 
operating expenses. The jitney men 
have been living a hand to mouth ex- 
isvence because of their not knowing 
how long they would be given the 
privilege of operating. Every year 
the jitney men had to go before the 
legislature to fight bills introduced 
with the purpose of driving them 
out of business and the continued 
fight made it almost impossible for a 
man to invest money in the business.

We have no desire to injure the Pub- 
lie Service and are not coming here 
with our thumbs down. We realize 
the buses cannot immediately handle 
the entire transportation problem, but 
we feel that transportation on rub- 
ber is the coming transportation and 
that the buses will sooner or later 
supersede the old method. The Pub- 
lic Service has fallen down in its 
transportation work not because of 
the jitneys but in spite of them. With 
the trolleys off the streets the safety 
isles could be removed and the space 
now used by the car tracks could be 
` used for parking purposes if the 
commission so desired or if kept clear 
enable the passage of six 
of machines 
on the streets. Our request 
that if the City of Newark 
will grant the existing lines in the 
City of Newark a 15-year franchise 
for the operation of the buses we will 
immediately form a corporation and 
will then be able to give better serv- 
ісе in more modern buses;" that in 
addition to that if the city will waive 
the 5 per cent tax required by the 
Kates act we will pay the city $300,- 
000. a year as an operating fee. In 
the event the 15-year franchise is 
granted the iitney men will agree to 
maintain a five-cent fare.

Commissioner Raymond: This 
simply illustrates the difficulties of 
the problem which is before us, and 
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which 18 а very serious one. We have 
now before us a proposition which I 
think could be well taken into con- 
sideration in conjunction with Ше 
proposition presented by the Public 
Service Corporation. There are cer- 
tain phases of the problem that are 
utterly impossible, but there are 
phases, to my mind, that might be 
worked out. It seems to me that this 
is a matter that vitally affects the 
publie—the people of Newark and the 
people. of the State—rather than the 
Publie Service officials ог employees 
of the Publie Service Corporation or 
bus men, апа we must first consider 
the rights of the general publie whose 
trustees we are. 'The matter is a very 
complicated one and I shall be glad 
to have you refer it to me for study.

I am counsel for Daniel J. Lynch 
and have been informed that a reso-

lution was introduced in your Board 
meeting on Tuesday last, providing 
for the temporary appointment of 
James Whelan to the position of Ser- 
geant-at-Arms of the Second District 
Court of Newark, on the ground that 
Daniel J. Lynch, the present incum- 
bent, was unable through illness to 
perform the duties of the office, and 
the resolution was laid over for one 
week in order to get further informa- 
tion on the facts. 


The pertinent facts bearing on the 
case are: Mr. Lynch has acted as 
Sergeant-at-Arms of that Court for 
upward of thirty years. Serving dur- 
ing the times when the pay was a dol- 
lar per day, and 3 days a week, and 
the total income averaged from all 
sources $60. per month. What faith- 
ful service he has rendered at all 
times is well within the knowledge 
of some of your Board members, as 
lawyer in 
Newark and Essex County at large. 


In the fall of 1922, he was suddenly 
Stricken with illness, originating with 
a hurt incurred while on duty serving 
Writs and thereafter for several 
months during 1922 and 1928, was 
confined to his bed, wavering some- 
times between life and death. AI! the 
while, however, he was taking care 
of his duties at the Court through а 
substitute, Otto Lange, who was a 
constable, regularly appointed by this | 
Board, and who attended court at all 
sessions and performed the usual 
work of Sergeant-at-Arms in all par- 
ticulars during Mr. Lynch’s incapacity. 
This must have been satisfactory to 
the Judge of the Court, as he always 
certified the payroll and Mr. Lynch 
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collected the fees and salary apply- 
ing to the. office, all during his ill- 


ness, and paid Lange for services ren- 


dered. 


On the first of August of this year, 
Mr. Lynch had sufficiently recovered 
his health to again assume his duties 
and thereupon attended Court, on 
Wednesday, August 1, and reported 
for regular duty. He was notified then 
and there by the clerk, that the Judge 
would not permit any more Writs to 
be given to him for service, and on 
the same day a Notice was served 
upon him, signed by Louis R. Freund, 
as Judge, suspending him from his 
position as said Sergeant-at-Arms, for 
the reason therein stated as “Failure 
of performance of Duty September 6, 
1922, to date,” and stating further 
that unless he (said Lynch) should 
furnish within 10 days, an answer in 
writing, he should then be removed. 
Answer was, in due time interposed 
for Mr. Lynch, to the effect that he 
had not in any particular, failed in 
Such performance, but оп the con- 
trary thereof had at all times fully 
performed his said duties; that dur- 
ing an illness which lasted for several 
months during 1928, he' supplied a 
Substitute satisfactory to said Court, 
and took necessary measures to re- 
cover his health, which is now re- 
Stored, and that on August 1, 1923, he 
reported for duty and was then noti- 
fied of his suspension, and that he is 
entirely able and willing to perform 
his duties and requested a hearing on 
the suspension. Не caused this ans- 
wer to be served first on the Civil 
Service Board at City Hall and was 
referred by them to Judge Freund 
and served said answer on the Court 


through the Clerk and personally on 
Judge Freund, and he has been noti- 
fied that а hearing will be held by 
Judge Freund on the answer on Tues- 
day, August 28, 1928, at 11 A. M., at 
the Second District Court Room, City 
Hall. 


The attention of this Board is called 
to the peculiar circumstances that the 
Judge of the Court first makes the 
allegation of Mr. Lynch’s failure of 
performance of duty, warranting sus- 
pension, and then tries the accusation 
as Judge. 

Mr. Lynch is now the incumbent of 
the Office; his health is restored to 
normal; he has never neglected or 
failed in performing his duties even 
in his illness, and is now ready to 
eontinue personally, without any sub- 
stitutes. There is therefore no neces- 
sity for the appointment of Mr. Wha- 
len, or his being placed on the City 
payroll, and the case can be expedi- 
tiously heard by the Judge, and by 
the Civil Serviee Commission, on ap- 
peal, and finally by the Supreme Court 
if such action becomes advisable, and 
Mr. Lynch ean either serve during the 
time or furnish a man to act for him 
if the Court prefers. 


This, I think fully informs the 
Board of the facts, and I enter Mr. 
Lynch’s protest hereby against the ap- 
pointing of any one to act in his place 
as Sergeant-at-Arms of the Second 
District Court, during the pendency of 
the aforesaid proceedings.

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MINUTES OF MEETINGS

A regular meeting of the Board of 
Commissioners of the City of Newark, 
N. J., was held on the above date in 
the Commissioners’s Chamber, City 
Hall, Newark, at 11 A. M. 


Present:—Commissioners Brennan, 
Gillen, Raymond, Mayor Breidenbach. 


Absent:—-Commissioner Howe. 


The minutes of meeting of August 


| 28th were read and approved. 


Mayor Breidenbach: Is there any ` 


citizen desiring to be heard by the 
Board? 


Mr. George F. Seymour, represent- 
ing the New Jersey Bus Owners’ As- 


sociation:—I have here for filing, pe- 
titions for franchises for the existing 
bus lines in Newark. The Board will 
remember a week ago today I was 
here and requested that franchises be 
granted. І have now prepared the 
petitions and an ordinance and would 
like to file them with the Board. 


If you will bear with me a little 
while, I would like to say a few words 
in connection with this petition. On 
August 1st the cars running in New- 
ark stopped operating and at that 
time the bus service was built up to 
a place where it had a capacity of 
200,000 persons a day. Almost over- 
night we had to increase the capacity 
to carry from four to five hundred 
thousand a day. Since that time bus 
men have had to pay out of their own 
pockets a great amount of money to 
procure buses in order to give service. 


, Since. that time we have on several 


occasions asked for permits. We have 


been promised a week ago permits 
for 200 buses for Tuesday morning 
and on Tuesday morning we were 
told they were not ready and we 
would get them on Friday and again 
we were told not until Tuesday. The 
result is that we are today in the 
same condition as we were on Au- 
gust 1st, in that we have not been 
able to bring into the City buses that 
would enable us to handle the people 
returning from their vacation and to 
carry the school children of Newark, 
and there are no trolleys. It has been 
rumored throughout the City, the 
Publie Service will not operate cars 
unless they can buy the buses. That 
suggestion was made and we report- 
ed back to the bus owners and they 
unanimously decided not to sell to the 
Public Service at any price. They 
are willing and ready to sell to the 
City of Newark if Newark wants to 
operate a bus system. Last year we 
carried 76 million people and 281 mil- 
lion sinc: we have been operating at 
Бе fare, and although the Public 
Service transportation and traffic ex- 
perts вау it cannot be done we have 
been doing it, and since operating we 
have saved the people five millions of 
dollars ard in addition have paid 
$550,000. for the privilege of doing 
business. Mr. Mayor, we are in this 
position. We do not want to hurt the 
trolley company if they want to oper- 
ate, but we say to you with all sin- 
cerety that we command, that if the 
people of Newark must be carried on 
buses we are willing and ready to do 
it at 5c.- If the people were com- 
pelled to pay a 7e bus fare they 
would lose $1,560,000. a year, and we 
submit in making this proposition to 
you we are not making it from the 


standpoint of the buses but from the 
standpoint of the people, and we say 
to you, Mr. Mayor and gentlemen of 


.the Commission, the people of the City 


of Newark do not want to pay a sub- 
sidy of $1,560,000. а year for obsolete 
troley cars. You have right within 
your own city the best bus business 
in the United States. We admit we 
have not been able to handle the 
transportation problem as well as we 
would have liked to, because we have 
been unable to get the equipment 
here from other cities without some 
assurance that they would be able to 
operate longer than a day or a week, 
and if you gentlemen will give us the 
legal right to serve you, we will place 
in this city а modern bus service 
which will run into millions of dol- 
lars without a dollar's investment by 
the publie. We will put our own 
money in it and within six months we 
will give the best transportation sys- 
tem that the city has ever had, at a 
5c fare. If you gentlemen had not 
had buses the last four weeks busi- 
ness would have been paralyzed. 


Commissioner Raymond: Мү. Sey- 
mour, you had 400 buses before the 
strike and we brought in 180 which 
you are operating on temporary per- 
mits. I told you last Tuesday that 
if the strike was not settled by Fri- 
day, I would issue 200 long time per- 
mits, so that it would be safe for you 
to invest more money іп  jitneys. 


- Those 200 permits are ready. How- 


ever, Mr. Congleton advises me these 
permits under the Kates Law must be 
issued for buses which we already 
have and that each permit must be 
issued upon а policy of insurance ap- 
proved by my department and filed 
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with the Comptroller’s Office, We are 
perfectly ready to issue those permits, 
or any other permits that may be 
needed. I told your men that here 
and I think I told you. I told your 
men we would go along with them. 


Mr. Seymour: On Friday morning 
I went to the man in charge of your 
Department and he told me the per- 
mits would not be ready until Tues- 
day, althóugh I had given him a list 
of names permits were to be issued 
to. 


Commissioner Raymond: What are 
these petitions, Мт. Seymour? 


Mr. Seymour: These are petitions 
for bus franchises for 15 years at a 
Бе fare. 


Commissioner Raymond: For what 
cars? 


Mr. Seymour: They are franchises 
for every line in the City, and are to 
be issued to line corporations. 


Commissioner Raymond: I told you 
the other day the City cannot issue 
15 year permits for anything but a 
standard form of car which we will 
have to agree upon and it must be a 
low swung car with seats running 
cross-wise, properly lighted and suf- 
ficiently ventilated, which will give the 
people satisfactory service and such 
other specifications as may be agreed 


-upon as necessary, and then we will 


£o into 15 year franchises with you. 
The ultimatum which I made on Tues- 
day last at the hearing before the 


Utilities Commission was that we 
could not, properly proceed on any set- 
tlement of this strike except upon a 
basis of a бе fare. That ultimatum 
was concurred in by the five Commis- 
sioners. They supported me in it 
and we have reaffirmed that this 
morning and at all other times, that 
the basis of settlement would have to 
be a 5c fare and any other settlement 
would have to be expressed by popu- 
lar referendum. 


Commissioner Raymond moved that 
the petitions presented by Mr. Sey- 
mour be received and referred to him. 


The roll being called, the motion 
was declared adopted by the follow- 
ing votes:

А Special Meeting of the Board of 
Commissioners of the City of Newark, 
New Jersey, was held on the above 
date in the Commissioner's Chamber, 
City Hall, Newark, at 11 A. M.

Mayor Breidenbach: The object of 
this meeting is to have Director Ray- 
` mand take up the matter of the jit- 
` ney and trolley situation in the City 
of Newark. 


Commissioner Raymond: As you 
know, and the Commissioners know, 
we have had several long conferences 
regarding the present transportation 
crisis, and I think we have come to 
several conclusions, 


The main one is that there is no use 
in the publie being, fooled or in our 
indulging in any false hopes that trol- 
ley service will be restored through 
court action. There is no possibility 
of a resumption of service for many 
months. 


The Publie Service is prepared to 
appeal. They have told us that them- 
selves—the mandamus proceedings, 
the quo warranto proceedings, the ap- 
pointment of a temporary receiver or 
any other litigation. These appeals 
would carry on for an interminable 
period, and there is no use of our 
waiting any longer. 


The Public Service will never make 
any settlement with the Stave, the 
city, or any governing body except 
according to the letter of the plan it 
proposes. 


In the Constitution of the State of 
New Jersey there is nothing which 
gives this municipality any power to 
do anything to relieve the situation, 
and on that account we are driven to 
the last ditch in this fight, which is to 
get laws on the books which will give 
us power to do something, and the 
ошу place this can be done is in the 
Legislature, and the only person who 
сап convene the Legislature before 
its regular session in January is His 
Excellency, the Governor.

Hon. George S. Silzer, Governor,

My dear Governor: 


The situation in the State resulting 
from the refusal of Public Service 
Railway Company to operate its cars 
in the very large zone which it has 
undertaken to serve, embracing as it 
does almost all of North Jersev, is 
becoming a serious menace to the wel- 
fare of the State from every point of 
view. It is supposed by citizens here- 
abouts that I, as Director of Streets 
and Publie Improvements of the City 
of Newark, or that our City Commis- 


sion ean do something which will 
again place the cars on the tracks. 
But as a lawyer, I am sure that you 
will agree with me that there is noth- 
ing that I can do and there is noth- 
ing that the members of the City 
Commission can do short of a com- 
plete surrender to a conscienceless 
corporation which will bring about 
this result. It might be that by a 
servile surrender the Company, ac- 
cepting to the letter its terms of a 
plan of settlement, the travelling pub- 
lic could be given means of trans- 
portation again, but no self-respect- 
ing public officials would willingly 
make this surrender. 


Without in any way wishing to 
place too rauch responsibility upon 
you I cannot but feel, and the City 
Commission of the City of Newark 
agrees with me in this proposition, 
that only through you can a resump- 
tion of proper transportation facili- 
ties be accomplished. 


The propositions which are 
fronting us are these: 


eon- 


First: I am told by the officials of 
Publie Service that if I use the big 
stick and force the jitneys from the 
streets of Newark on which they par- 
allel the lines of the trolley cars they 
will resume operation. I believe you 
know that if I did this, were it pos- 
sible for me to do it legally and mor- 
ally, the trolley service would fall 
short of providing the general public 
with transportation service by one- 
third the demand for that service. 
The trolley cars in this City could not 
possibly, without the auxiliary bus 
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service, take care of the demands of 
Broad Street, Market Street, Belle- 
ville Avenue, Bloomfield ^ Avenue, 
Orange Street, Central Avenue, South. 
Orange Avenue, Springfield Avenue, 
Clinton Avenue, Elizabeth Avenue and 
Frelinghuysen Avenue, and therefore, 
this suggestion of theirs is entirely 
futile. 


Secondly: I am asked to re-route 
the jitneys if the bus owners refuse 
to sell their buses to Public Service. 
If you wil examine the map of the 
City of Newark you will find that 
there is absolutely no way in which 
these jitney buses can be re-routed 
which would allow them sufficient re- 
turn to operate or provide the auxil- 
jary service which the trolley ears 
have been for years unable to give 
without this service. ` 


Third: To provide for the demands 
of the travelling public in this City 
we would require nine hundred buses 
at least. We have now about 650 
operating. I have issued two hun- 
dred additional permits which are 
pending for approval before the 
Utilities Commission. Let me point 
out, however, that each new jitney in- 
volves a capital expenditure of from 
$5,000.00 to $8,000.00 or thereabouts. 
and if the 200 extra jitney buses were 
placed upon the streets of the City 


it would involve an investment of 
some $1,500,000.00. Under the law, 
the City without a referendum, is 


without power to install a jitney sys- 
tem, and the bus owners and prospec- 
tive bus owners are unwilling to em- 
bark in an uncertain undertaking re- 
quiring the purchase and operation 


of a million and a half dollars’ worth 
of jitney buses under present condi- 
tions. The situation is such that the 
trolley cars may be back on the 
streets at any time, which would de- 
stroy the investment in the buses. 
There are certain individuals in this 
City who are unable to grasp this eco- 
nomic point, that $1,500,000.00 can- 
not be raised until the investment ap- 
pears to be a safe one and promises 
to yield a continuous income to those 
who make it, and if there is a pos- 
sibility of the cars coming back in 
the streets there is no fool hère who 
would make the investment. 


Fourth: 'The jitney owners have 
refused to sell to Public Service Cor- 
poration. They have served the pub- 
lic faithfully and as well as they 
could at a five-cent fare during this 
emergency. It would amount to con- 
fiseation to drive them from the 
Streets were it possible to do so. 
Should they be owned and operated 
by Public Service it would create a 
complete monopoly of all forms of 
transportation, and in the event of an- 
other strike by Public Service Corpor- 
ation, for that is what this situation 
amounts to, we would be utterly help- 
less to provide any sort of service. 


Fifth: 'The present bus service is 
entirely inadequate, and with winter 
approaching it is imperative that 
steps be taken at once to give the peo- 
ple adequate service. 


These points having been disposed 
of, your Excellency must see that 
there is absolutely no solution of this 
problem under existing laws. I am, 
therefore, constrained, and'I speak in 
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behalf of the members of the City 
Commission of the City of Newark as 
well, to urge upon you the necessity 
of immediately calling a special ses- 
sion of the Legislature to enact legis- 
lation meeting these conditions. The 
Legislature has never enacted laws 
which meet the present serious situa- 
tion, and this has left the State help- 
less in the face of the refusal of a 
powerful corporation to do its duty to 
the public. It is not for me to pre- 
sume to advise either you or the 
Legislature what course it might pur- 
sue, but with all deference I submit 
that legislation providing that if a 
utility corporation, holding exclusive >` 
franchises such as Publie Service Cor- 
poration does and having the practi- 
eal monopoly of the transportation 
service of two-thirds of the State at 
least, fail for two days to operate its 
ears and provide the publie with the 
service to which it. is entitled its 
franchises be revoked and empower- 
ing the Courts of the State to appoint 
a receiver, and to require such receiv- 
er to operate the cars for the benefit 
of the public. Moreover, under the 
terms of the Home Rule Act, in or- 
der for a city to engage in the bus 
business it is necessary to submit a 
complete plan, together with the cost 
thereof, to the people on a referen- 
dum, upon the adoption of which it 
becomes mandatory upon the govern- 
ing body to carry it out in full. This 
would be entirely impracticable here 
and the law should be so amended that 
the governing body be given ample 
power to provide bus service as the 
exigencies of the case may require 
without referring the matter to the 
people -on a referendum. 


We are driven your Excellency, to a 
new situation in this State which will 
probably require that the State event- 
ually take over the control and opera- 
tion of trolley service. But whatever 
the remedy may be, there is no exist- 
ing law which gives power to any util- 
tiy commission, city official or your- 
self to remedy a situation which is 
rapidly injuring beyond remedy the 
business and social affairs of a great 
sovereign State, and this great sov- 
erign State is today in the position 
of a beggar at the door of a great 
utility corporation whieh refuses to do 
its duty. ° 


Therefore, your Excellency, I must 
respectfully suggest that you call a 
special session of the Legislature to 
enact legislation which shall remedy a 
condition which is beyond the power 
of any official of the State of New 
Jersey to otherwise remedy.

Mayor Breidenbach: You have 


heard the reading of the communiea- 
tion. 


Commissioner Raymond: With the 
exception of a possible suggestion, I 
would like an amendment to the Home 
Rule Law enacted at once, the City 
Commission to produce funds to such 
an extent as it may deem necessary 
under existing circumstances, reliev- 
ing the necessity of putting the mat- 
ter up to the people at a referen- 
dum, which I do not object to, but 
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whieh I think would be proper to do. 
]f the referendum is adopted I under- 
stand that it is mandatory up on us 
then to immediately go forward and 
carry out the mandate of the people. 


I do not want to put on too many 
buses, but we must have sufficient 
buses to take care of the traveling 
publie, and the publie require that we 
take care of them. 


Before submitting this letter, I 
would like to have the approval there- 
to of the Board of Commissioners, and 
incorporate any suggestions that my 
colleagues desire to make. 


Commissioner Howe: You have al- 
ready had several conferences with 
the Public Service, and they have not 
conceded their demands in any way. 

Commissioner Raymond: No. No. 
Commissioner Howe: Don’t you 


think that there is a possibility of 
settling with Шет? 


Commissioner Raymond: Absolute- 
ly I see no possibility; none what- 
ever. 


Commissioner Brennan: I would 
like to say that the letter prepared 
by Commissioner Raymond, which 
has just been read, and the sugges- 
tions he has made relative to bus 
service, is the voice of the Commis- 
sion, and that the Commission be au- 
thorized to send the letter to Gover- 
nor Silzer. 


Mayor Breidenbach: Seconded. 


Commissioner Raymond: "The only 
way that the Publie Service will re- 
sume service, is through the acqusi- 
tion of the jitneys. 


I am told by officials of the Public 
Service that if I use the big stick I 
can force the jitneys from the streets 
of the City of Newark on which they 
parallel the lines of the trolley cars 
that they will resume operation. 


If I did this, were it possible for me 
to do it legally and morally, the trol- 
ley service would fall short of pro- 
viding the general publie with trans- 
portation service by one-third the de- 
mand for that service. The trolley 
cars could not possibly without the 
bus service, take care of the demands 
of the public. 


I would suggest an amendment to 
the Kates Act to permit the City to 
meet the emergency by approving the 
importation and operation of as many 
buses as are needed to properly handle 
the people. 


I will ask Corporation Counsel Con- 
gleton to read the Kates Act. 


Corporation Counsel Congleton: 
The last paragraph of Section 2 of 
Chapter 186 of the Laws of 1916 
known as the Kates Act, and which 
section is the one which provides for 
the granting of permits for jitneys on 
our streets, providing for an insur- 
ance, etc., ete., reads as follows: 


“жк Any such consent may be re- 
voked by the governing body of the 
City granting the same after notice 


and hearmg whenever it shall appear 
that the person to whom such con- 
sent was granted has failed to fur- 
nish and keep in foree the insurance 
and power of attorney therein те- 
quired.****” 


Commissioner Raymond offered the 
following resolution: 


RESOLVED: That the sum of One 
Hundred Thousand Dollars ($100,000). 
be and the same hereby is appro- 
priated to the persons named, as per 
certified list attached, being the gross 
amount of bills contracted and charge- 
able to the Department of Streets and 
Public Improvements as follows:

` The roll being called, the resolution 
was declared adopted by the follow- 
ing votes:

` Commissioner Gillen: Would it not 
be well to have the Law Department 
prepare objections to be introduced 


in сазе the Governor should call a

special session of the Legislature in- 
corporating the ideas of this Commis- 
sion? 


Commissioner Raymond: I move 
that this be done, and that Corpora- 
tion Counsel Congleton engage as his 
counsel Mr. Frank H. Somer, who has 
been associated in this matter from 
the beginning. 


The rol being called, the motion 
was declared adopted by the follow- 
ing votes: 


Yeas: — Commissioners Brennan, 
Gillen, Howe, Raymond, Mayor 
Breidenbach. 

Commissioner Raymond: Address- 


ing Mr, George F. Seymour, Jr., rep- 
resenting tae New Jersey Bus Own- 
ers! Association, may I ask you a 
question? 


Ав I understand it, you represent 
the holders of 450 bus permits oper- 
ating under the Kates Law, and we 
have issued about 180 to 185 tempor- 
ary bus permits, have we not? 


Mr. Seymour: Yes. 


Commissioner Raymond: Permits 
have been issued for jitneys for the 
duration of the strike, and we also 
have about 25 or 80 permits for six 
months. That would give us about 
650 buses operating at present, 


Mr. Seymour: Yes. 


Commissioner Raymond: They are 
not taking care of the situation at 
all. 


Mr. Seymour: I do not admit that. 


Commissioner Raymond: It is not 
adequate service. 


Mr. Seymour: I would admit that 
between 5 and 6 P. M. the service is 
inadequate. 
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Commissioner Raymond H the 
buses are to take care of the publie, 
they must take care of the rush hours.. 


Mr. Seymour: Yes. 


Commissioner Raymond: There are 
200 permits pending before the Pub- 
lic Utilities Commission which have 
been held up for an indefinite period, 
but as soon as they are О.К?а I will 
immediately issue permits for jitneys. 


Mr. Seymour: The holding up of 
these 200 permits has been a serious 
menace to the service. 


Commissioner Raymond: How long, 
Mr. Crawford, have these permits 
been pending before the Board of 
Utility Commissioners ? 

Mr. Crawford, Transportation Su- 
pervisor: А week ago Tuesday. 


Commissioner Raymond: The object 
of the Public Service is to drive the 
jitneys from the Streets of this City. 
They want the jitneys to run on 
streets parallel with the streets on 
which they are now running, but not 
where there are trolley tracks. I will 
never agree to this. The situation is 
such that the trolleys may be back on 
the streets at any time, in which ease 
it would be necessary to remove the 
jitneys and place an expenditure upon 
the City of at least $1,500,000 which 
we do not care to undertake at this 
time. Then again it is up to us to 
take care of the Jitney owner who has 
invested from $5,000 to $8,000 in his 
machine. f 


Mr. Seymour The pntney men will 
not sell to the Public Service under 


any circumstances. І have had sev- 


eral meetings, and last week frankly - 


questioned them. They said they 
would rather starve to death than 
to yield to Public Service, and when 
the men talk that way, you know 
they are willing to stick by the City 
and do all in their power to aid the 
traveling public, in giving them ade- 
quate service. 


Another thing is the temporary 
permits, after a man makes an in- 
vestment of $5,000 to $8,000 for a 
jitney, he is not very anxious to re- 
ceive a permit for a short while and 
after that have his capital remain 
idle. That amount of money does 
not warrant a man's taking out a 
temporary permit, and unless we can 
give the jitney men some assurance 
that we will take care of them, it is 
not fair to them to make these in- 
vestments. What they need is some 
protection. 


Commissioner Raymond: Аз I un- 
' derstand it there are about 400 to 450 
jitneys operating at present. 


Mr. Seymour: There are 414 buses 
in operation. 


Commissioner Raymond: 414 buses 
in operation, 185 permits issued un- 
der the strike plan and 200 permits 
pending from the Public Utility 
. which will make 749 buses. 


Mr. Crawford: It will take about 
1,000 buses to take care of the traffic 
of the City. 


Commissioner Raymond What is 
the standard size of the buses in op- 
eration ? 


Mr. Crawford: 16 ft. 8 inches. 


Commissioner Raymond: Is there 
any law in effect regulating the size 
of the jitneys? 


Mr. Crawford: No. The Public 
Service objected to large buses as 
they would obstruct the view of the 
trolley, and they could not pull up to 
the curb as readily as the small ones. 


Commissioner Raymond: Then it is 
up to us to obtain jitneys with a seat- 
ing capacity of at least 80, with low 
bodies, and if they cannot pull up to 
the curb it will not make any differ- 
ence, as the public needs service and 
with winter approaching it is impera- 
tive that steps be taken at once to 
give the public adequate service. 


Commissioner Gillen: How long will 
it take for those 200 permtis to be 


issued that the Utility Commission- 
ers are holding? 
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Mr. Seymour: I don't know, prob- 
ably about 60 days. We have buses - 
coming from out of town every day 
and Monday morning we expect 11 
Macks from Philadelphia; and just 
as soon as they reach here, we will 
send them to Mr. Crawford, who will 
give them temporary permits, 


Commissioner Gillen: What I have 
in mind is the question of these 200 
buses. 


Mr. Crawford: If the Public Utility 
Commissioners just changed their sys- 
tem a little and issued permits im- 
mediately instead of waiting for two 
weeks it will greatly facilitate mat- 
ters. 


Mr. Seymour: If we were in apo- 
sition to issue permits just as fast as 
the out of town cars came in instead 
of submitting them to the Utility 
Commissioners it will greatly remedy 
conditions. 


Commissioner Gillen: It seems the 
great need of the moment is more 
buses. 


Commissioner Raymond: I am go- 
ing to issue permits just as fast as 
we сап. 


Commissioner Gillen: Then every 
available agency in this City should 
be sought for more buses, and the 
moment they appear on the streets 
with the owner and insurance policy, 
they should be given a permit. 


Mr. Crawford: That has been my 
custom. 


Commissioner Raymond: We want 
to gather in every car we can get, and 
we will take care of the situation so 
far as snow is concerned. 


Comraissioner Raymond: I would 
like the law amended so that the buses 
will not require a legal permission. 


Commissioner Howe: Who has the 
power of rerouting buses? 


Commissioner Raymond: I am not 
so sure that anybody has the right. 


Mr. Seymour: I think nobody has. 


Commissioner Raymond: There is 
no way of re-routing the buses. The 
Publie Service is simply creating its 
own competition and at its own peril, 
and I want them to take warning that 
the competition instead of being di- 
minished will be increased immensely, 
and they will never be able to remedy 
it, I will not agree to more than a 5¢ 
fare. 


Commissioner Raymond: I intend to 
issue permits just as fast as buses are 
brought in, and I will do everything 
in my power to aid the jitneys. 


Commissioner Gillen moved to ad- 
journ. 

The roH being called, the motion 
was declared adopted by the follow- 
ing votes:

А regular meeting of the Board of 
Commissioners of the City of Newark, 
N. J., was held on the above date, in 
the Commissioners Chamber, City 
Hall, Newark, at 11 A. M.

The minutes of meeting of Septem- 
ber 11th were read and approved. 


Mayor Breidenbach: Is there any 
citizen desiring to be heard by the 
Board? 


Mr. Charles Birdsall, 248 Broad 
Street: I would like to ask if this 
Commission or any other municipal 
body to your knowledge has offered 
the Public Service Railway the op- 


portunity to restore the old rate of 


fare of 8c and a reduced Jitney fare 
of бе, or if it you are now ready to 
make such an offer. 


Commissioner Raymond: I do not 
know anything about it. I never heard 
of sueh an offer. 


Mr. Birdsall: I ask this question be- 
cause no fair attention has been paid 
to the offer of the Public Service Rail- 


way to reduce the fare to 7c and in- 


crease the fare of the jitney. 


Mayor Breidenbach: I know at the 
conference at which Commissioner 
Raymond, myself, Mr. Congleton, Mr. 
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Sommers and Publie Service officials 
were present, we asked them to run 
the jitneys at 5c and they wanted 7c. 


Mr. Birdsall: I am speaking of re- 
storing the old fare of 8c instead of 
7c as they propose. I think they 
would be glad to do it. It would be 
а fair arrangement all around and 
that is the reason I speak of it. 


Commissioner Howe: If you were 
here at the meeting the other day, Di- 
rector Raymond and Mayor Breiden- 
bach explained their efforts to bring 
about some sort of a settlement of 
the affair, in fact, if I remember cor- 
rectly they met four days in sueces- 
sion. 


Director Raymond: There is only 
one thing the Public Service will do. 
They will do nothing except according 
to the letter or printed proposal they 
sent out. That is all they will do and 
nothing different. ` 


Mr. Leslie L. Vanderbilt, 790 Broad 
Street: May I, on behalf of the Adas 
Israel Congregation ask for a post- 
ponement for week on the motion or 
resolution that is to come before this 
Board this morning rescinding the ap- 
proval of the application for a ceme- 
tery on the old Maybaum property on 
South Orange Avenue? My reason 
for making this application is that 1 
was not brought into this case until 
late Saturday and the situation is a 
very complicated one, and I would like 
a reasonable time in order to acquaint 
myself with the facts. I would not 
ask you for more than one week in 
order to get familiar with the facts in 


the case and be prepared to present 
the side of the Congregation. 


Mr. William A. Cavanaugh, repre- 
senting the Vailsburg Improvement 
Association: Are you going to grant 
this application to this Lawyer to lay 
this matter over for one week? 


Mayor Breidenbach: I think these 
people are entitled to a hearing. 


Mr. Cavanaugh: I have been incon- 
venienced coming here today as well 
as other people who are here on this 
matter. They have had ample notice 
of this hearing and I do not think we 
should be inconvenienced by having 
this matter postponed. 


Mr. Henry Dawson: I represent a 
number of property owners in that 
section who have come here at very 
great inconvenience. The cemetery 
people had plenty of notice of this 
hearing, and it seems to me property 
owners should be taken into considera- 
tion. They have known of it and had 
knowledge of the time, place and day, 
and we are here in accordance with 
that notice. 


Mr. Charles H. Martens, 388 Main 
Street, Hast Orange: І represent 
property owners on the north side of 
this proposed cemetery. Our neigh- 


bors go to considerable time and ex- 


pense to come here and we do not 
think it fair to ask them to come here 
again. ` 


Commissioner Gillen moved that 
those people who are here to object 
to this cemetery be heard, and that 
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the hearing of the other side be post- 
poned one week. 


Mr. Cavanaugh: That would not be 
fair. You would have to have a hear- 
ing so that one side could reply to the 
other. 


Commissioner Gillen: I move that 
the matter be laid over until next. 
week. . 


Mr. Vanderbilt: We do not know 
what the exact objections are that 
have been raised. We know there is 
to be a hearing, but we have no in- 
formation of facts. ` 


Mayor Breidenbach: The clerk will 
call the roll on the motion to lay this 
matter over one week, 


Yeas: Commissioner Gillen. 


Nayes: Commissioners Brennan, 
Howe, Raymond, Mayor Breidenbach, 


The motion was declared lost. 


Director Gillen: The only thing Е 
know is that this Board in good faith 
granted a permit for this Congrega- 
tion to conduct a cemetery for burial 
purposes. If I remember correctly at 
the time, permit was granted the first 
day the matter was brought up. Ac- 
cording to my recollection it was laid 
over and opportunity given for objec- 
tion. As I remember, there was no ob- 
jection whatever and we granted the 
permit. There was no objection en- 
tered and the Commission in good 
faith granted the permit for this 
cemetery. It is in the vicinity of other 


cemeteries—it is a cemetery location. 
I do not know whether it was wise to 
use this property for cemetery pur- 
poses. However, this Board granted 
this permit and these people have 
been put to expense in purchasing the 
property, and they invested their 
money in it. Now then, the question 
arises was the permit legally grant- 
ed. That however is a matter for the 
Court to thrash out. I do not think 
it is for this Board to pass on the 
legality of the matter. If these peo- 
ple went ahead in good faith and pur- 
chased this property to develop it for 
cemetery purposes, and if the mem- 
bers of this Congregation invested 
their money in it, they should certain- 
ly be given a full hearing before the 
Board should attempt to reseind its 
previous action. No Board or body 
in the State of New Jersey has the 
right to take away something it has 
granted without a public hearing. Now 
Counsel appears before us and asks a 
postponement for one week in order 
that he may familiarize himself with 
the сазе. I do not see why they 
Should not be granted a week. That 
is the reason I made the motion. How- 
ever, the Commissioners can vote as 
they please. 


Commissioner Raymond: I would 
like to be advised by the Corporation 
Counsel as to the status of this per- 
mit. How was it granted; was it 
granted according to law? 


Corporation Counsel  Congleton: 
From such investigation as I have 
made, I have examined the files in the 
City Clerk's Office, and I flnd no ap- 


plication in writing for this permit. 
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There was no map filed as required. 
That in addition to the fact that the 
Zoning Ordinance places this property 
in the residential section, makes it il- 
legal. I judge the permit when grant- 
ed was inadvertently granted and is 
not binding, because the provisions of 
the statute giving you jurisdiction had 
not been complied with. 


Commissioner Raymond: Then, I 
think there is only thing to do. I 
do not think this Commission should 
wait for the Courts to set aside its 
erroneous acts. We have a chance to 
correct our irregularities so let's cor- 
rect them. That would be my idea. 
I do not think we should let anything 
Stand on the records in that shape. 


Commissioner Raymond moved that 
the Board now go into the hearing on 
the permit granted the Adas Israel 
Cemetery Association. 


The roli being called, the motion 
was declared adopted by the follow- 
ing votes: 


Yeas: — Commissioners Brennan, 
Howe, Raymond, Mayor Breidenbach. 


Naye:—Commissiooner Gillen. 


Mayor Breidenbach: We will first 
hear those opposed to the cemetery. 


Mr. William А. Cavanaugh: On be- 
.half of the Vailsburg Improvement 
Association, I am authorized to pro- 
test against the use of this property 
for cemetery purposes. Our attitude 
is against the use of all property in 
that section for cemetery purposes. 


I ean only repeat what I have previ- 
ously stated. In the first place the 
applieation was not proceeded witn 


in due form as called for. The Cor- 
poration Counsel says no map was 
filed, which makes it illegal. The 


question has been raised that the 
State Board of Health has passed on 
this permit. The State Board of 
Health looks to the City to approve or 
disapprove and assumes that the City 
has proceeded legally when it o.k.’s a 
cemetery permit. The principle of the 
Zoning Ordinance is to stop just such 
things. The granting of this applica- 
tion is in direct conflict with the Zon- 
ing Ordinance. If you are going to 
flagrantly violate it in this manner, 
reseind it entirely. Counsel says this 
сазе was proceeded with illegally. If 
that is the case, correct it. This is 
not a question of judgment, but il- 
legal procedure. If Counsel says you 
acted illegally, you should correct your 
error, and we ask you to correct it. 


Mr. Henry H. Dawson, Essex Build- 
ing: I represent à number of prop- 
erty owners in that section and we ob- 
ject strenuously to the location of this 
cemetery in that section, and also ob- 
ject to the manner in which the pres- 
ent permit was granted. Аз the City 
Counsel stated, the statute requires 
that application must be made and 
presented to the governing body, as 
well as to the Board of Health, and a 
map showing the property filed at the 
same time. That has not been done. 
In addition to that there is a rather 
peculiar clause in the cemetery act. 
Section 181 provides that no mofe 
than three cemeteries shall be located 
in any city, town or township in any 
county of this State unless present 


cemeteries are filled up so that no 
more lots can be obtained. 'Phe most 
important question is as to the neces- 
sity for this new cemetery in this 
location, whether it would be advis- 
able. This is a piece of property that 
really needs development in connec- 
tion with the housing question for the 
City of Newark. There are two streets 
in East Orange which could be prop- 
erly extended and this property 
opened for. purposes of development. 
The County Park Commission have ar- 
ranged for the extention of one of 
their streets in the immediate vicin- 
ity and if this cemetery is going to be 
put there it is going to stop that de- 
velopment. In granting this permit 
you are taking this property right out 
of the tax ratables and depriving it of 
development. You would also deprive 
the residents and property owners of 
that section of the city a means of 
access from north to south. 


Mr. Charles H. Martens, 388 Main 
Street: I represent property owners 
facing this property on the north 
side. We did not know anything of 
this cemetery permit being issued un- 
til May. We object to the granting 
of this permit because it will ruin the 
property іп that vicinity. I under- 
stand the County Park Commission 
have planned to extend the Orange 
Boulevard through to South Orange 
Avenue, but will have to abandon it 
if this permit is granted, and we 
strenuously object to this cemetery be- 


ing located there. 
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Mrs. Emma Froelich, 102 North 
Munn Avenue also opposed the grant- | 
ing of а permit for this cemetery. 


Mr. Leshe L. Vanderbilt, 790 Broad 
Street: As I said before, I am not pre- 
pared as I would like to be, but I will 
endeavor to do the best I can. The 
situation is, this Commission has 
passed a resolution granting a permit 
to have a cemetery there, and the 
Congregation obtained it under two 
conditions. One, was that .permission 
be obtained from the local Board of 
Health which has been obtained, and 
the second was that permission be ob- 
tained from the State Board of Health 
` апа relying on this and the resolu- 
tion of this Board, the Congregation 
purchased this property at a large 
price for the purpose of using it as a 
cemetery. It seems то meat this time 
this Commission cannot stop to say 
we would like to have this property 
used for park purposes if the County 
Park Commission wants to use it. 
You cannot stop to say we would like 
to have this property used for resi- 
dential purposes after the Corporation 
has gone out and purchased it. On 
the result of your action the Congre- 
gation complied with the terms of the 
resolution and thereby acquired a 
vested right to have a cemetery on the 
premises in question, and the only 
thing that wil enable this Commis- 
sion to rescind their action is to say 
it was not passed in accordance with 
law. Now it is said there were cer- 
tain technical legal requirements 
which were not complied with in this 
application. The cemetery law is not 
the clearest thing in the way of laws 
of this State, but the last word the 
Legislature said on cemeteries was 
the Law of 1906. In this law they 
said it would not be lawful to locate 
any new cemetery, but they could en- 
large those already established with 
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the consent of the governmg body, 
Board of Health, ete., in which it is 
proposed to enlarge. It then goes on 
to provide citizens are to be given 
thirty days in which to appeal. 


Application in writing was made to 
the Health Officer and I have a copy 
of the application. It does not say 
to whom application should be made. 
This application was accompanied by 
a map which will be found in the files 
of the Health Office of this City and 
map has been filed with the State 
Board of Health, therefore, I say ap- 
plieation has been made as required 
by the Statute.

Although you and each Commis- 
sioner personally may be in favor of 
the proposed increase in salary to the 
members of the Police and Fire De- 
partments, I consider the Commis- 
sion is not doing its duty unless they 
state publicly and plainly just what 
the adoption of the referendum would 
mean to the tax and rent payers of 
the City. 


The facts regarding budget and tax 
rate increase should be plainly set 
forth so that everyone may under- 
stand what is ahead of them if the 
referendum should be adopted. The 
city at large is entitled to this in- 
formation from their Commissioners.

Mayor Breidenbach: I might say to 
the Commissioners before we act on 
this communication, that I wish to is- 
sue a Statement on behalf of my col- 
leagues on the Board and before I 
have the City Clerk read my state- 
ment, I would like to say a few words. 
I want to let the taxpayers of the 
City of Newark and the Press to know 
that it has been mandatory on our 
part to vote for this ordinance allow- 
ing the police and firemen to have a 
referendum on an increase in salary. 
This statement will cover almost 
everything pertaining. to the raise. I 


have talked with the Commussioners 


this morning and I have stated that: 


I would issue this statement so as to 
let the taxpayers of Newark vote in 
an intelligent way. І have had several 
letters of this kind sent to me as 
Mayor of Newark asking what stand 
the City Commissioners would take. 
Also, I believe there has been some 
organizations in the City of Newark 
who feel the City Commission should 
make some sort of a statement that 
will reach the taxpayers and voters 
of the City of Newark so they will be 
able to vote in a way that will bene- 
fit them ог the- police and firemen 
whatever it may be. I will ask the 
City. Clerk to read the statement. 


Statement of Mayor Breidenbach 
on the police and firemen’s salary in- 
crease: 


In view of the serious effect which 
the proposed police and fire salary in- 
crease, amounting to $500. per man 
for each of the 1725 members of both 
Departments, will have upon all fu- 
turé tax bills starting next year, I 
consider it highly important that 
some fact relating to the policemen's 
and firemen's salaries be placed be- 
fore the publie of Newark at this 
time. ‘In this I am joined by my col- 
leagues on the City Commission with 
whom I have conferred on the matter 
and who agree with me that it is our 
duty to the tàx-payers of Newark to 
acquaint them with the exact situa- 
tion involved. 


lf the voters at the November elec- 
tion grant the policemen and firemen 
the $500. increase they ask, the peo- 
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ple of Newark will be confronted in 
1924 with a $4. tax rate. I base this 
statement on the figures and esti- 
mates submitted to me by Acting City 
Auditor Brady. He has advised me 
that in all probability there will be 
no decrease in the present tax rate 
of $3.76; in fact, he is of the opinion 
that there wil be an increase of a few 
points, even despite a possible sub- 
stantial increase in ratables. This 
is exclusive of the police and fire in- 
creases. 


The $500. increase to the uniformed 
men will add 16 points to the tax rate 
It will mean an addition of more than 
$900,000. to the amount of money the 
city government must raise by taxa- 
tion for next year. 


It must be remembered that besides 
the actual increase in the men's pay, 
the city must raise, in addition 4 per 
cent. of the total amount involved for 
the police апа fire pension fund. 


The foregoing figures and  state- 
ments form the basis of my belief, 
shared by my colleagues, that the pro- 
posed increase means a $4.00 tax rate. 


] think it is pertinent here to show 
the progress of police and fire salaries 
during the last half-dozen years. Prior 
to.September 1, 1917, first-grade pa- 
trolmen were receiving $1,300 a year 
On that date they were raised to $1,- 
450 a year. 


On August 1, 1918, they were again 
increased to $1,600 a year. And on 
December 1, 1919, by vote of the peo- 
ple on a referendum similar to that 


which will be submitted at the coming 
election, they were increased to $2,- 
00 a year. 


Thus it will be seen that since prior 
to September 1, 1917, or within a pe- 
riod of 6 years, they have been in- 
creased $700. a year, or more than 50 
per cent, 


Of course, while the first-grade pa- 
trolmen and firemen constitute the 
great majority of the personnel of 
both Departments, all other grades of 
men and officers will share in the in- 
crease. At the present time, first- 
' year patrolmen and firemen receive 
$1,800, and second and third year men 
$1,900. Police Sergeants receive $2,- 
300; Police Lieutenants and Fire Cap- 
tains receive $2,600; Police Captains 
and Fire Batallion Chiefs receive $3,- 
400; Police and Fire Deputy Chiefs, 
$4,400; and Police and Fire Chiefs, 
$5,400. 


In conclusion, I might say that it 
is reported that the men of both De- 
partments have prevailed upon pen- 
sioners to assist them in their cam- 
paign by promising the retired men 
that in return for their help the ac- 
tive men will assist them in securing 
legislation this winter to bring ап 
pensioners up to the basis of the new 
scale of wages. Should that come to 
pass, some men who аге now receiv- 
ing a pension of $450. a year, I am 
told, will be jumped to $1,250 a year.

A short time ago I was advised by 
your Honorable Body that this mat- 
ter had been referred to the City 
Counsel. Up to this late date I have 
received no further communications 
from your department or the City 
Counsel. I call your specific atten- 
tion to the fact that when this mat- 
ter arose I served the City Counsel 
-with a demand for specifications of 
charges, and at no time was said 
specification of charges ever com- 
plied with. I did not receive any kind 
of notice, officially or in proper form, 
that would indicate what the intention 
of the Board was, and the basis of 
their attempting to nullify the origi- 
nal resolution. ' 


You will observe that your records 
show that this permit was passed in 
April, 1921. Pursuant to the author- 
ity vested in my clients by virtue of 
this permit, we undertook the develop- 
ment of this property for the pur- 
poses expressed in said permit. If 
you are in doubt as to what expendi- 
tures we have made in this respect, 
І invite you to call at the premises 
and observe that we have made 
changes resulting in expenditures that 
far exceed any amount you may an- 
ticipate. 


1 am sure that if you had proper- 
ly consulted counsel before you un-

Corporation Counsel Congleton:— 
I desire to present for Commissioner 
Raymond's Department a resolution 
affecting the warehouses at Port New- 
ark. Mr. Sherrerd and Mr. Costello 
were in Washington last week on city 
business and they have come back 
with this message; that the Govern- 
ment is now about to consummate the 
sale of the warehouses to private in- 
terests on a plan of deferred pay- 
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ments covermg a period of 25 years, 
title of the property not to be passed 
until the final payment is made. On 
this basis private interests will get 
control of the property and we will 
not be able to tax it. You will re- 
call that when we entered into nego- 
tiations with the government for this 
property there was a certain reserva- 
tion inserted in the agreement that 
would give us an option of 90 days 
within which to purchase this prop- 
erty. This resolution provides that 
Director Raymond's Department can 
say to the Government that we desire 
to have а period of 90 days within 
which to determine whether or not 
we will purchase this property in ac- 
cordance with the reservation: 


The clerk then read the resolution 
as follows: 


WHEREAS, it is understood that 
the Quartermaster’s | Department of 
the United States Government is 
about to consummate at a private sale 
the disposal of the warehouses situat- 
ed on the one hundred and thirty- 
three aeres of land at Port Newark 
Terminal purchased by the United 
States Government from the City of 
Newark on the basis of deferred pay- 
ments over a period of twenty-five 
years (the government to retain title 
until the final payment is made), and 


WHEREAS a sale on such terms 
will deprive the City of taxes on such 
property for said period of twenty- 
five years, and 


WHEREAS, said proposed sale is 
contrary to the terms of the deed 


from the City of Newark to the 
United States Government bearing 
date of April 10th, 1919, which deed 
contains the following option on the 
part of the City to repurchase this 
property: 


“Reserving, however, to the City of 
Newark, party of the first part, its 
Successors and assigns, the right to 
re-purchase from said United States 
of America the above described lands 
and premises, or any part thereof, 
which said United States of America 
may from time to time determine to 
dispose of, upon the following terms, 
to wit: 


The City of Newark shall signify its 
intention so to  re-purchase, within 
ninety (90) days after receipt of noti- 
fication from the United States of 
America of its intent to dispose of 
said land, and shall pay therefore as 
follows: ` 


For the land so re-purchased, in- 
eluding any improvements made 
thereon by the said the City of New- 
ark, at the rate of Ten Thousand Dol- 
lars ($10,000.00) per acre, such sum 
to be paid within five (5) years of the 
date of the determination of the said 
City of Newark so to re-purchase, to- 
gether with interest at the rate of four 
(4) per centum per annum on unpaid 
balances of such acreage price. In 
addition thereto, said the City of 
Newark shall pay the United States 
of America the value of all improve- 
ments made by said United States of 
America, as determined by appraisals, 
to be made as of the time of the de- 
termination to re-purchase, said pay- 
ments to be made from time to time 
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as the lands whereon said improve- 
ments are located shall be leased or 
sold by said the City of Newark, and 
within thirty (80) days thereof. Said 
the City of Newark shall be entitled 
to a conveyance of said land only 
upon payment in full of the above 
mentioned price for land and improve- 
ments, but said the City of Newark 
shall be entitled to possession of said 
land pending suca payments, and 


WHEREAS, the City of Newark is 
advised that it should have a right 
for ninety days to exercise said op- 
tion before the disposal of the prop- 
erty at private sale, 


THEREFORE, BE IT RESOLVED, 
By the City Commission that the Di- 
rector of the Department of Streets 
and Public Improvements be and is 
hereby authorized апа directed to 
notify the proper authorities of the 
Federal Government that the City of 
Newark desires an opportunity for 
a period of ninety days from the first 
of November, 1928, (the day on which 
it first learned of the intention of the 
Government to dispose of said prop- 
erty at private sale) in which it may 
determine as to whether it will exer- 
cise the option in the deed as set forth 
in the preamble to this resolution, and 
that failing to receive assurances that 
such opportunity will be given, the 
Direetor of Streets and Public Im- 
provements is hereby authorized to 
bring proceedings to prevent such 
sale until the City’s rights in such 
premises have been determined.

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Commissioner Gillen: In connection 
with this resolution I intend to offer 
a motion. Before doing so, I will ex- 
plain my position. 


I was a member of the old Board 
of Works when the Port Newark 
Leases were made between the City 
of Newark and the Federal Govern- 
ment. Originally the Submarine Boat 
Corporation, which still oceupies part 
of Port Newark, made a lease with 
the City for the tract which it used 
subsequently for ship building and 
which it now occupies. After making 
the lease, the Submarine Boat Cor- 
poration made a deal with the Govern- 
ment officials at Washington whereby 
the Government agreed to pay all the 
cost for the construction of the ship 
building plant and for all work in con- 
nection with it. Then the Federal 
Government representatives came to 
Newark and demanded that the City 
abrogate the lease with the Sub- 
marine Boat Corporation and give a 
lease direct to the Federal Govern- 
ment with all sorts of conditions that 
were not in the original lease. It was 
stated that if this were not done the 
whole deal would fall through. The 
City complied with the request, an- 
nulled the lease with the Submarine 
Boat Corporation and executed a new 
lease with the Federal Government 
which the Federal Government im- 
mediately assigned to the Submarine 
Boat Corporation. The Federal Gov- 
ernment then gave the Submarine 
Boat Corporation a large contract for 
building ships. Because of this jug- 
gling by Federal Government repre- 
sentatives of the lease, the Submarine 
Boat Corporation paid no taxes to the 
City for years. 
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Then the Federal Government de- 
cided, when war was declared, to lease 
another tract of Port Newark in the 
rear of the Submarine Boat plant, 
consisting of approximately 130 acres. 
The City entered into an agreement 
with the Government to lease this 
land. Subsequently the Government 
decided to buy the land instead of 
leasing, claiming that it would erect 
on this land buildings to the value of 
Sixty Million dollars or more and that 
it would be one of the most important 
government terminals on the Atlantic 
seaboard. The City did not want to 
sell the land, because at this time 
Port Newark was coming into its own 
and many persons wanted to lease 
portions of it. Under stress of war 
conditions, however, and the demands 
of the Government representatives, 
the City was practically forced to sell 
the land to the Government. The 
Government eventually erected build- 
ings which did not cost Sixty million 
dollars or more, but probably Eleven 
Million Dollars, for the storage of war 
materials to be shipped to Europe. 
When the City gave the Deed to the 
Government for this property, it in- 
serted a clause which provided that 
at the termination of the war if the 
Government decided to sell the prop- 
erty that the City would have the first 
right and option to purchase it back 
at the price paid the City by the Gov- 
ernment plus interest, plus the value 
of the buildings erected thereon. After 
the war the Government decided to 
sell the property. The City offered 
a large sum for it with the feeling 
and understanding that the City would 
receive the co-operation of the Gov- 
ernment for the improvement of New- 
ark Bay and in the prevention of the 


building across the Bay of the Cen- 
tral Railroad Bridge which chokes the 
Bay. Not receiving the co-operation 
of the Government, the bid of the 
City was withdrawn. Subsequently 
the Government advertised the prop- 
erty for sale asking for bids from 
publie or private bodies. The City of 
Newark submitted а bid of Three 
Million Dollars. The only other bid 
received for the property was one of 
One Million Dollars from a private 
company. The City felt that its of- 
fer, under the circumstances, was a 
- substantial offer and should have been 
accepted by the Government because 
the citizens of Newark, the City Gov- 
ernment and civic bodies of all kinds 
had given great effort and thought to 
the development of Port Newark and 
the City had spent many mililons of 
dollars on this project feeling that 
Newark Bay and Port Newark was 
destined to become one of the greatest 
ports on the Atlantie Coast, that it 
was not merely a local improvement, 
but a great national asset and since 
Newark had spent such а vast sum 
for the up-building of this great na- 
tional port, the least the Federal Gov- 
ernment could do would be to co-oper- 
ate in every way with the City. The 
City's offer was turned down cold, 
however, by the Government and now 
we learn that certain officials at 
Washington having charge of the dis- 
posal of these government properties 
are trying to sell the Quartermaster's 
Department at Port Newark  piece- 
meal to private parties under agree- 
ments extended over periods of 25 
years, the Government to retain the 
title to the property for 25 years 
while actually giving possession to pri- 
vate parties for private enterprises 


during that period. This would mean 
that, of course, while the Government 
holds the title, the City would receive 
no taxes from the property for the 


next 25 years. 
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This is an unwarranted outrage on 
the the part of government officials 
and should be stopped at once. It is 
a case where these Government offi- 
cials are trying to cheat the City 
doubly and are juggling these prop- 
erties for some reason best known to 
themselves. I do not believe the gov- 
ernment itself knows what these of- 
ficials are doing. 1 have great faith 
in the fairness of our Government and 
I know that these officials have not 
dealt fairly or honestly with the City. 
If they did, they would make every 
effort to have tke City become again 
the lawful owner of these lands and 
to encourage the City in the further 
development of this national coast 
gateway. 


We all know how many millions of 
dollars Hog Island cost the Govern- 
ment and what a small sum it was 
sold for. We do not want Port New- 
ark to be juggled in the manner that 
Hog Island and Muscle Shoals were 
juggled. 


I wil make another statement: 
Within the past two months a gentle- 
man from New York approached me 
claiming that there was a man in 
Boston who could purchase the Quar- 
termaster’s Department from the 
Government for Four Million Dollars 
and that if he could be assured that 
the City of Newark were really inter- 
ested in the purchase of this land 
and would pay something over Four 


Million Dollars that the Boston party 
could buy the land for Four Million 
Dollars and sell it to the City of New- 
ark at a profit. Is it possible that the 
Government is dealing in this manner 
with private individuals to the disad- 
vantage of its own municipalities? It 
is claimed that that this Boston man 
is connected with а corporation that 
has taken over а number of proper- 
ties from the Government. Are these 
transactions being condueted behind 
closed doors? Isn't it time that a pub- 
lie investigation of the whole matter 
Should be made? 


Mr. Mayor and gentlemen of the 
Commission, I therefore offer a mo- 
tion that Senator Edge be immediate- 
ly asked to call for an investigation 
of all transactions by the Government 
in connection with the property at 
Port Newark and that he be further 
requested to ask the Secretary of War 
to hold up any sales or leases by the 
Government on this property pending 
the result of the investigation.

Mayor Breidenbach: Is there any 
citizen desiring to be heard by the 
Board on any matter? 


Dr. William G. Hanrahan, 36-A 
Fulton Street, appeared and deplored 
the recent attacks by certain men in 
the City of Newark upon Commis- 
sioner Thomas L. Raymond during his 
recent illness, stating he represented 
a number of Civic and Fraternal or- 
ganizations in the city who resented 
the attacks upon the splendid reputa- 
tion and life of an official who has 
done so much for the welfare of the 
City of Newark. 


Dr. Hanrahan urged the support 
and co-operation of the citizens of 
Newark in making the Communtiy 
Chest drive a success, stating that 
it was not receiving the support it 
should, and expressed the hope that 
the eitizens would make it а success 
as it was a real civic duty to sus- 
tain these institutions. 
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Dr. Hanrahan also denounced the 
recent attacks against the City Com- 
mission in attending the recent con- 
vention of the Atlantic Deeper Wa- 
terways. Association at Norfolk, stat- 
ing the attacks were uncalled for and 
that the members who attended done 
wonderful work in bringing the con- 
vention to Newark next year, which 
would mean a return of from $5,000 
to $10,000 to the City of Newark next 
year, and hoped the Commission 
would continue to do its duty as they 
saw it in the future in spite of un- 
just criticism in this instance. 


Mr. W. F. Meyerend, Secretary, 
Weequahic Civic Committee appeared 
and stated his organization were in- 
terested in a proposed ordinance which 
was scheduled to come up for third 
reading, extending the fire limits, 
stating he understood the ordinance 
would permit the building of cheaply 
constructed six family frame houses 
on the Greisenheim tract in the Wee- 
quahie territory and involved such 
streets as Scheerer Avenue and Mapes 
Avenue, and stated his organization 
was opposed to this ordinance extend- 
ing the fire limits if it would permit 
the building of six family frame 
houses in the Weequahie district. 


Commissioner Gillen: This ordi- 
nance would permit the erection of 
frame dwellings of one, two and three 
families in places where they are now 
prohibited. It does not interfere with 
the zoning ordinance. 

Commissioner Brennan: This is an 
ordinance Mr. Mayor that has been 
discussed for months, which was 


brought forcibly to my attention by 
the Building Department in the early 
part of December because of the pro- 
hibitive limits now placed in various 
sections of the city, causing owners 
of property to move to Vailsburgh, 
Irvington and other outlying districts. 
After numerous conferences with the 
Building Department and Fire De- 
partment, it was deemed advisable to 
revise the ordinance so as to permit 
the erection of one, two and three 
family dwellings, none to be over 
three stories in height with a ground 
area of so many feet surrounding 
each building. бо far as the ordi- 
nance is concerned it prohibits the 
erection of any building of frame ma- 
terial over three stories, and it does 
not in any manner interfere with the 
zoning ordinance. 


Mr. Meyerend: We are not opposed 
to three family construction, but we 
are opposed to six family construction 
Ча the Weequahie Section, therefore 
we are for this ordinance. 


Mayor Breidenbach: Is the Com- 
mittee appointed on the Vailsburgh 
Drainage System ready to report? 


Commissioner Raymond: I would 
like to state Mr. Mayor that Com- 
missioner Howe and I had a joint con- 
ference with Counsel for the contest- 
ants to the assessment and with mem- 
bers of the Assessment Commission 
and other interested property owners 
and we brought in a tentative report 
with the idea of submitting it to our

"The Commission desires to report 
that there were no objections to this 
change. Of a total frontage on Fab- 
yan Place, between Lyons Avenue and 
Shaw Avenue of approximately 550 
feet on each side of the street, the 
owners of approximately 450 feet on 
each side of the street expressed their 
preference for the change.

It is the desire of 
the manufacturer to construct a gar- 
age to be used in conjunction with 
their factory, which they claim will 
not injure the property in this street, 
while the claim of the property own- 
ers in the immediate vicinity is that 
they do not want any further en- 
croachment of industry upon a resi- 
dential section, Now, if people in good 
faith buy or build homes in certain 
sections, and when buying or build- 
ing are protected by city ordinances 
and they are changed from time to 
time it naturally gives them a great 
deal of uncertainty, and if objection- 
able things that the ordinance in- 
tended to eliminate are permitted to 
eneroach on these residential districts, 
people soon lose faith. After all, 
your home is your home and a home 
is a sacred thing to a man. Many 
people have all their savings invested 
in their homes and are very jealous of 
anything that may injure the peace 
or tranquility or the pleasant sur- 
roundings of their home, and they 
come here with almost unanimous pro- 
test against the erection of this gar- 
age in that section, and I think their 
protest should be considered. The 
theory of good government is ad- 
ministering it in a manner to do the 
gréatest good for the greatest num- 
ber, and if we permit this garage to 
be built it benefits only one concern,

premises owned by your petitioners. 


4. Said land and premises pur- 
chased by the said Michael Eaton con- 
sists of an L shaped tract of land on 
the front part of which there is a red 
brick building, the rear of said L 
shaped tract of land running parallel 
with Broad Street along the rears of 


lands and premuses of your petition- 
ers. 


5. Sometime ago the said Michael 
Eaton declared his intention of con- 
structing on said rear part of said Т, 
Shaped tract of land a thirty-seven 
car garage and made application to 
the Superintendent of Buildings of the 
City of Newayk for the approval of 
the plans submitted for the construc- 
tion of said garage. 


6. Your petitioners thereupon ob- 
jected to the construction of said gar- 
age, inasmuch as the construction and 
occupation of same as a garage would 
destroy the residential character of 
the neighborhood, the gasses and 
noises from said garage would be in- 
jurious to the health and comfort of 
your petitioners and the occupants 
of their said properties and the value 
of the petitioners’ said properties 
would be materially decreased by the 
construction and occupation of said 
thirty-seven car garage along and in 
the rear of their said properties.

9. Your petitioners condemn the 
said actions and attitude of the said 
Michael Eaton as being un-American 
and disavow any insinuation by him 
that they are enemies or prejudiced 
against the colored race. They feel 
that the avowed purpose of the said 
Michael Eaton in offering said prop- 
erty for rent or for sale to colored 
people only, is an insult to the Negro 
race, inasmuch as it is an implied 
declaration that the members of said 
race are undesirable. They, there- 
fore, expressly declare that they have 
no objection to any colored tenants or 
purehasers of said property of the 
said Michael Eaton and do not wish 
to have it appear that any insult to 
any race ean be used as a lever in 
the matter. 


10. The said Michael Eaton has 
now made a new application to the 
Superintendent of Buildings of the 
City of Newark for the approval of 
said plans for building said garage, 
said new application being dated No- 
vember "th, 1923. 


11. Your petitioners are informed 
that said application comes up for a 
hearing on Thursday, December 6th, 
1923, before the Zoning Commission 
of the City of Newark, at the City 
Hall, Newark, New Jersey, and that 
it is the intention of said Zoning Com- 
mission or Board of Appeals to ap- 
prove the plans for said garage, al- 
though your petitioners have not re- 
iracted or withdrawn their objections 
to same. 


Your petitioners therefore pray 
that your Honorable Board prevent 
the approval of said plans and pre- 


vent the issuance of any permit or 


. other writings authorizing the erec-

To the Board of Commissioners 


of the City of Newark: 


The petition of the Plymouth Com- 
pany, a corporation of the State of 
New Jersey, having its principal office 
in the City of Newark, Essex County, 
respectfully shows: 


1. It is the owner of a tract of 
land situate on the southwest corner 
of South Orange Avenue and Richel- 
ieu Terrace. 


2. South Orange Avenue, a public 
highway in the City of Newark, has 
been placed by the ordinance zoning 
said City in the business zone from 
its beginning at Springfield Avenue to 
its intersection with the easterly line 
of Sanford Avenue. From Sanford 
Avenue to the City Line, a distance of 
four or five city blocks it has been 
placed in the residence zone. 


8. During a period of more than 
thirty years there has been erected 
on both sides of South Orange Ave- 


‘nue, from Sanford Avenue to the city 


line, but one house for private resi- 
dence purposes. 


4. The total improvements wester- 
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ly from Sanford Avenue on South 
Orange Avenue consist,—besides an 
orphan asylum on the northerly side 
and а church and rectory on the 
southerly side at or near the corner 
of Sanford Avenue, of but four resi- 
dences of which three are at least 
thirty years old. 


5. South Orange Avenue is a busy 
thoroughfare. Three lines of trolley 
cars traverse its entire length within 
the city of Newark, one line stopping 
at approximately the city line, à sec- 
ond line running to approximately the 
Lackawanna Station in the Village 
of South Orange, and a third line con- 
tinuing to Maplewood. In addition 
there is a well developed jitney serv- 
ice which terminates at the city line, 
and a large amount of automobile and 
truck traffic passing at all hours of 
the day. The Public Service Railway 
Company maintains on the last block 
within the city limits a private turn- 
out upon a lot in this zone restricted 
for residence purposes.. The terminus 
of this line together with the terminus 
of the jitney line causes a large 
amount of congestion, the accumula- 
tion of crowds at various hours of the 
day and renders the property wholly 
unsuitable for residence development. 


6. In addition, the fact that the 
whole length of South Orange Ave- 
nue with the exception of these few 
blocks is devoted to business has 
created psychologically a condition 
which makes the using of this prop- 
erty for strictly residence develop- 
ment almost impossible. 


7. In addition, the values developed 


on the lower portion of South Orange 
Avenue due to this business use are - 
such as to compare favorably with the 
most high priced strictly residence 
zones in the city, and persons desir- 
ous of erecting handsome houses on 
high class property, are unwilling to 
do so on property so near a developed 
business section and on a street the 
normal development of which is for 
business purposes. | 


8. Your petitioner is unable to 
move the lands-held by your petitioner 
for, strictly residential development, 
but is able to obtain.a good price 
and is now capable of selling for a 
good price the lands owned by your 
petitioner, if the restriction against 
business be removed. 


Your petitioner therefore prays that 
that portion of South Orange Avenue 
lying to the west of Sanford Avenue, 
to the city line of a depth of one hun- 
dred feet from South Orange Avenue 
be placed in the business zone and that 
the necessary amendment to the pres- 
ent zone ordinance to effectuate this 
purpose, be adopted.

We 
advised this gentleman if he can 
prove that this money belongs to him 
he can bring a replevin suit in the 
District Court. We are not passing 
on titles for individuals for property 
taken in this manner. 


Mayor Breidenbach: There is noth- 
ing we can do. The only thing that 
can be done is to bring suit in the 
District Court. If you go to the Le- 
gal Aid. Society they will aid you. 


Commissioner Raymond: I would 
like to bring up the matter of the 
appointment of a Tax Commissioner. 
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Mr. Mayor, I have a resolution signed 
by yourself and me, which I will ask 
the clerk to read:

My reason for so 
doing is that I feel under the law I 
am responsible to this Commission 
and the general public at large for 
the conduct of all members of that 
Board and the employees of that De- 
partment. I have no good reason to 
offer why Mr. Dodd should not be ap- 
pointed, but I have always understood 
each man in this Commission was held 
solely responsible for each Depart- 
ment and for that reason I refused to 
sign that resolution, figuring as this 
was my Department I had the right 
to name the man to fill the vacancy. 
I might add that it has always been 


my opinion and а gentleman's agree- 
ment, that each Commissioner was 
responsible for his own Department 
and, of course, if 1 am overruled in 
that opinion I will reserve the right 
so long as I am in charge of that 
Department to present names for any 
office in any Department of the City 
Government. 


Commissioner Brennan: 1 have 
nothing to say relative to the merits 
of either candidate whose names are 
presented, but I cannot permit this 
opportunity to pass without saying 
something relative to the remarks of 
Howe. Since the or- 
ganization of this Board, it has 
never been recognized that the Tax 
Board was in any man's department. 
Should that follow I migbt claim the 
right to name all the Police Judges, 
which I have not done or attempted 
to do. Commissioner Howe’s conten- 
tion is not justified. I am going to 
present the name of a man who I 
believe is capable of filling the office 
of Tax Commissioner, and who is a 
man of standing in the City. I refer 
to Domenie Valentino, whose name I 
present.

homination. 


Commissioner Raymond: In reply to 
-Commissioner Howe, the Tax Board 
is an intregal Board, an independent 
Board, over which the Director of 
Revenue and Finance has no control. 
The members of the Board are under 
oath to do their duty and they levy 
assessments and fix Ше taxes and 
from the time of the organization of 


the first Commission it has been con- 
sidered the duty and privilege of the 
entire Commission to participate in 
the naming of the Tax Board. It has 
been the practice to distribute the ap- 
pointments among the members of 
the City Comrnission. This is not in 
any way the personal patronage of 
the Director of Revenue and Finance. 
The Assessment Commissioners, the 
Police Court Judges and the Tax 
Board members are appointed in the 
same manner. Mr. Howe was at one 
time one of the recipients of those 
appointments. І have the greatest re- 
gard for Mr. Volpe, and I would like 
very much to find something for him, 
but I feel Mr. Dodd is better qualified 
to perform the duties of this office, 
and itis my judgment he would make 
a better Tax Commissioner. I am 
very glad Commissioner Brennan has 
taken the stand he has. Outside of a 
Deputy Director and a Secretary, 
there is no such patronage in my De- 
partment, and I shall have to record 
my objection against the position Di- 
rector Howe takes in the appointment 
of Tax Commissioners. 


Mayor Breidenbach: I might say 
when I was elected а Commissioner 
and selected Director of Revenue and 
Finance, when I went into conference 
with the Commissioners, I was told 
that I would be entitled to one Com- 
missioner, At that time Commis- 
sioner Howe was selected under the 
same gentleman’s agreement we аге 
going through with now. I may as well 
be perfectly frank in saying that at 


‘that time Commissioner Howe might 


not have been a Commissioner if that 
agreement did not exist, because 1 
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was opposed to him at that time, and 
sore of the other Commissioners had 
candidates. 


;ommissioner Howe: 
might have been the loser.

Mayor Breidenbach: I am glad you 
feel that way. We all have differ- 
ences of opinion on some appoint- 
ments. The appointment belongs to 
Director Raymond under the agree- 
ment we had, and in order to keep 
polities out of the Board we made this 
agreement. I have the highest re- 
gard for Mr. Volpe. He is Chairman 
of my own Ward and I am voting for 
a man who comes from the Eighth 
Ward, and I do it because Mr. Dodd 
is à man who has qualifications for 
this position. 1 am not opposed to 
Mr. Volpe. He is ‘a very good friend 
of mine. I told Director Raymond if 
he had а man he wanted to name that 
I would stand by him and Í am go- 
ing to stand by him the same as 1 
would if I had promised Director 
Howe something.

Dodd want this position? 1 under- 
stand he has written a letter declin- 
ing it. 


Commissioner Raymond: Not to 
my knowledge. I telephoned him this 
morning and asked him if he would 
take it and he told me he would be 
very glad to have it. 


Commissioner Howe: I want to say 
that I have my claim оп a letter 
which Mr, Congleton wrote to the late 
Mayor Archibald, which was read to 


Mr. Fettinger, Mr. Hewson and my- 
self, in which he said we were under 
and answerable to Director Archibald.

of the neighborhood, and the proxim- 
ity of such a business affects adverse- 
ly the value of residence properties 
which long ante-date the establish- 
ment of this slaughtering business.

Mayor, I would like to comment on 
two of my resolutions which I am of- 
fering today. We have adjusted a 
good many salaries in past years, but 
we have not given any great consider- 
ation in my department to superiors 
and the entire working of a great en- 
gineering department such as mine 
depends primarily upon the character 
and ability of the engineers at the 
head of it. In the first place we have 
Mr. Sherrerd, who two and a half 
years ago was made Consutling Engi- 
neer at a salary tentatively fixed at 
$5,000 а year. Since then, Mr. Sher- 
rerd has been in constant attendance 
as Consultant in my department and 
has made innumerable trips to Wash- 
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ington, Trenton and other places, 
where important hearings and pro- 
ceedings have been held, in all of 


which cases the City of Newark has . 


depended upon his testimony. and his 
statements as an Engineer. I do not 
know, it would not be fair for me 
now to estimate what we would have 
had to pay to expert engineers to go 
before the Interstate Commerce Com- 
mission; before Congressional Com- 
mittees and the Engineers of the 
Army and Army Boards and 
present the very important cases 
that the City of Newark faces 
in the meadow development, but 
we have had the unfailing support 
and work of Mr. Sherrerd in all these 
proceedings and the benefit of his 
testimony which will be witnessed to 
this morning by Mr. Congleton, if 
necessary. Mr. Sherrerd I might say 
is as able an engineer as any in the 
United States; has an international 
reputation and I think we have been 
very fortunate to have him in the 
City of Newark, and in my depart- 
ment, which requires continuous ad- 
vice because of the tremendous un- 
dertakings which we are engaged in, 
where we are in need of expert ad- 
vice of the highest character. I ap- 
preciate Mr. Sherrerd has other em- 
ployments, but Mr. Sherrerd has 
reached years, I would not dare say 
he is old; where he should reap some 
fruits from his professional works. 
I have therefore introduced a resolu- 
tion increasing his salary to $7,500 
a year, and I am pleased to see all 
the Commissioners have signed this 
resolution without any request from 
me. 


I have another case I wish to bring 
up. I discovered Mr. Costello in Phil- 


' Engineer of Works, 


adelphia tending to street cleaning in 
the year 1918, when I was almost des- 
perate with the situation of street 
cleaning and garbage removal, and 
when we were doing our best to 
handle this work. As Superintendent 
of that important work he overcame 
the difficulties. At that time, Mr. 
Costello wanted $6,000, but there was 
some talk he was not known and 
there was no confidence in him and he 
accepted $5,000 and came here. His 
work was so excellent and the ad- 
vantages from it so great, the result 
was his salary was increased to $6,- 
000 in April 1920. As my department 
broadened out, it became necessary to 
place greater responsibility upon Mr. 
Costello, and some time back, three 
or four years ago, I placed the entire 
responsibility for paving under Mr. 
Costello, but with no appropriate in- 
crease in salary. You will then re- 
call in August, 1921, I reorganized my 
entire department, created three Di- 
visions and.put Mr. Costello at the 
head of Docks, and made him respons- 
ible under the consulting advice of 
Mr. Sherrerd. He then became Chief 
which includes 
Docks, Street Cleaning, Sewers, 
Lighting and Paving. АП these 
things he is absolutely responsible for 
and I feel І ean са] upon him for 
any mishaps in the management of 
any of this work. I think he has the 
confidence of the entire city. Every- 
one knows his ability and knows how 
fortunate the City is to have him. I 
wish to point out that the Chief En- 
gineer of the North Jersey District 
Water Company, who is a construc- 
tion engineer and in charge of con- 
struction receives $10,000; the Chief 
Engineer of the Passaic Valley Sew- 
erage Commission is paid $12,000 a 
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year, and I think for the character 
of work that Mr. Costello is doing 
we should pay him something which 
would not only compensate him, but 
give him the dignity and compensa- 
tion in range with cther departments, 


and I have recommended paying him . 


$3,000 more. I have not recommend- 
ed Mr. Costello for an increase since 
January, 1921. When the reorganiza- 
tion was made in my department he 
маз put in charge of great additional 
work without any payment for it at 
all. 
has been raised, so today, instead of 
having given these slight inereases, 
Mr. Costello out of modesty did not 
want them, and his range having been 
fixed by the Civil Serviee Commission, 
I wish the Commission to join with 
me in making his salary $10,000. I 
think we all realize how important it 
is to Newark to have these Engineers 
and Í want the publie and press to 
know why we do these things. We 
cannot expect to keep these gentle- 
men unless we pay them somewhere 
within the range paid by others. I 
have other engineers and I am think- 
ing over their cases. It involves great 
study and I want to be very careful 
and when I reach conclusions I will 
come with recommendations which I 
hope will be approved. 


Commissioner Raymond: If I am 
permitted to talk further, I am glad 
to say we have at last effected the 
terms and conditions with the Town 
of Montclair which permits the City 
of Newark to furnish the Town of 
Montclair with water. The terms are 
satisfactory to the officials of both 
towns and I wish to introduce that 
resolution today.
